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Applicants note that the Examiner has found claim 8 to be novel and inventive over Stade 
and Ganoza. Claim 8 was only rejected on the grounds that claim 7, from which claim 8 
depended, contained the phrase "said inactive tRNA species" which allegedly lacked proper 
antecedent support. Applicants have incorporated all the elements of claim 7, from which claim 8 
depended, and have rewritten claim 8 as an independent claim. Applicants also amended the 
language to provide proper antecendent basis. Thus claim 8 is novel and inventive over the cited 
art, and therefore applicants respectfully request allowance of claim 8, as well as the other pending 
claims.
